Forsst Port, July 15.—Notwithstanding 
the sun rose gloriously over the hills. this 
morning, there were no signs of life at the res- 
idence of Dominie Cleveland, where the presi- 
dential party is stopping, until nearly nine 
o'clock. Turing last evening, Mrs. Cleveland 
played a number of selections on the pianoand 
sang one of her favorite songs. The music, 
however, seemed to attract the villagers and 
as soon as the fact Was discovered, she ceased. 
The curtains were not drawn and the. party 
could be seen chatting together. Mrs. Cleve- 
land, although still wearing a bandage over 
her eyes, seemed to enter into conversation 
with energy. Bouquets, presented to her at 
Clinton, were displayed about the parlors, —__ 

The president did not rise to breakfast with 
the remainder of the family, but remained in 
bed tillneon. He is suffering from fatigue 
and a slight attack of cholera morbus. Dr. A. 
G. Brower called during the morning and gave 
him a little medicine. 

Railroad Commissioner Kernan also made 
the president a brief call. Mrs. Cleveland’s 
eye pains her still, and altogether the party is 
sadly in need of the rest they are how’-enjoy- 
ing. The president has decided not to alter 
the arrangements made for the excursion to- 
morrow. 

The agent of one of the hotels on the St. 
Lawrence river arrived here this morning for 
the purpose of endeavoring to induce the presi- 


‘dent to hoid an informal reception at a hotel 


designated by him during the afternoon to- 
morrow. The citizens of Watertown, too, are 
very desirous of entertaining the presidential 
party fora short time tomorrow morning. A 
special train conveying the president and Mrs. 
“Neveland will reach there at 10:30 a. m., and 
«will be met by General Manager Britton, of 
the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg rail- 
yoad, accompanied by a number of Mrs. Cleve- 
land’s Osweyvofriends. The train is scheduled 
to reach Cane Vineent at 11 o’clock and the 
varty will embark at once on the steamer St. 
szawrence for a day’s ride among the islands. 
The president’s arrangements provide for din- 
ner on board the boat. 
This afternoon Railroad Commissioner John 
D. Kernan will take the president and Mrs, 
Jeveland and the Rev. Mr. Clevéland and 
wife for a short drive, stopping at Spring Bank, 
his pleasant summer cottage, half a mile froin 
the village. On their return, tea will be 
served there and the party will reach here in 
time for the reception, which begins at 7:30 
o'clock. The supper will be entirely informal] 
and no one will be pre Cut except the driving 
members of Mr Kernan’s family. 
The president did not leave: his room till 
nearly noon. It was learned that tomorrow’s 
jaunt will partake of the nature of a famil) 
reunion. Family affection among the Cleve- 
lands is very marked, and the tripto Forest- 
ort was made with this meeting in view. 
Besid s the president and his wife and Rev. 
and Mrs. WN. Cleveland, the party will con- 
sist of Miss Rose Elizabeth Cleveland, of Hol.

return about the same hour in the evening. 
The president went to his room again in the 
afte:noon and remained there until nearly 7 
o'clock, when he began to prepare for the re- 
ception. It was a great night for the hamlet 
of Forestport. The people drove in from all 
sections and in all kinds of conveyances. 
At 7:50 the reception began. Bands gave an 
open air concert on a hill just beside the par- 
sconage, and anxious people filled the steps and 
yard, the crowd extending in an orderly line 
out into the street. Guests were presented to 
the president and his wife by Mrs. William N. 
Cleveland and Commissioner Kernan. The 
lady of the white house wore an evening cos- 
tume of cream-colored jlace over White satin, 
and at the elistened a handsome ere:

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MARKET FLUCTUATIONS. 


Review of Business for the Past Week— 
Failures, Etc, 


New York, July 15.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: 

fA ports of breadstuils, cotton, animals and ant- 
mil products and petroleum, in June, were £32,668,- 
~«¢, AalNSt $38,638,024 for the same month last year. 
hroeadstults increased $8,300,000 and cattle $2,710,000. 
Cotton increased $9.100,000, provisions $100,000 and 
oil $344,000, With other exports as last year, the 
aggregate for June would be $50,000,000 against 
*o¥,000,000 imports, making an excess of imports for 
ihe three months of $10,000,000. Cotton accounts 
for $2,000,000 of this loss, and recent frilures indi- 
cate that this spocclation was not wider than the 
one in wheat. The unloading of those who bought 
wheat after Kershaw’s failure had depressed No. 2 
red shere at 82k, a fall: of over 
4 cents for the week and 24 
since June 30th with exports of 158,629,000 bushels 
fatoe past year. The stock carried over includes 
34,000,000, “‘visible supply,” 8,000,000 bushels in Cali- 
fo: nia and certainly {0,000,000 in farmers’ hands, be- 
sides all the flour on hand—facts which estabiish 
the correctness of the estimates mad@ months ago 
that the surplus would exc >cd 50,000,000 bushels. 

In spite of railroad carnings, which gained fifteen 
per cent in June, and the encouraginz assurances by 
prominent men and continued proof that the inter- 
siatc act isnot to be so construed by courts as to do 
all the harm apprehended, the prices of stocks have 
becu lower. The market depends not upon values 
or earnings, but upon individual notions as to the 
question whether the famous Ives’ dealing is merely 
undealt or a misdeal. Itis a case ofalong row of 
bricks on end. If one banker calls a doubtful loan, 
he fears that it will cause other calis and topple over 
all along the line. So everybody waits for the mar- 
ket and the market waits tor the long promised “‘set- 
tlements’’ to materialize. Why investors are not 
buying, statistics of new buildings and real estate 
sales may explain. 

The country has in six monthis invested $400.000,- 
000 in new buildings, $100,000,000 more in develop- 
ing southern manufactures and mines, besides the 
cost of building, and as much more in the rest of 
the country, and €100,000,000 in new railroad build- 
ings. It cannot havean unlimited subsidy to em- 
ploy in lifting the prices of securities carried our- 
side of the treasury. Banks with deposits amount- 
ing to $2,142,000.000 a year ago, or $35.70 per capita 
now Pmount to $2,326,000,000, or $37.70 per capita. 

‘The present prices of stocks, less assessments paid, 
are about 3 per cent. higher than a yearago. Pork 
is 33 per cent high*r, cotton 10 per cent higher, 
coffee 98.per cent} higher, pig iron 11 per cent 
bigher. steel rails 10 per cent higher, wheat 4 per- 
cent lower, corn 5 per cent. lower, oil 9 per cent.

From all interior points trade reports are favor 
able, considering the season, and collections fair 
Unusual activity in tobacco is noted at Cincinnati. 
The coke strike ties not end at Pittsburg. Iron is 
stronger, and western nail makers are discussing 
the formation of a pool, with results vet unknown. 

New York’s statement ofiron production is 90,000 
tons less for the half year than the Pittsburg ac- 
cotnt, which would make the half year’s consump- 
tion of domestic and imported iron and steel 4,258,- 
WO tons, against 3,316,000 tons forthe first half of 
Iss6.

TRYING TO SETTLE. 


Maurice Rosenfeld & Co., of Chicago, Offer 
Their Creditors a Compromise. 
CurcaGco, July 15.—The creditors of Maurice 
Rosenfeld & Co. met this afternoon. James 
EF’, Gillett presided, and said that he had been 
perinitted toexamine the books of the sus- 
vended tirm, and found that their original cap- 
ital was $50,000, but after paying $33,000 for a 
New York stock exchange membership, they 
mly had $17,000 left to use in their busi- 
nesses ‘Their liabilities were $600,000, and their 
‘collectable assets were assessed to pay 10. cents. 
(he tirm’s relatives would put up 15 per cent 
and enable the payment of 25 cents in settle- 
A large number of creditors have al- 
siguiiied their willingness to 
aceept the 20 cents offered, but 
stock houses, to the number of six 
or seven, refused, as they had already secured 
enough propertv of Rosenfeld’s, in the shape of 
the New York stock exchange membership 
nd other security touet them 25 per cent of 
ineir Claims, Which amounted to about ¢100,- 
00. It was the sense of the creditors present 
that the offer was a fair one and they had bet- 
er accept it. A special committee composed 
of G. N. Culver, Hexasites Geddes and C. W. 
Comes, was appointed to confer with the 
stockholders and try and induce them to set- 
tle at 25 cents. Should they refuse, it was 
proposed to offer them 40 cents and try to get 
the other 15 per cent, or about $15,000 required 
to pay that percentage, from relatives. 
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TAKING THE STRIKERS’ PLACES, 


Shipment of New Men from the East Bound 
for the Coke Kegion, 

PittsBurG, July 15.—A party of 110 men 
arrived here this morning on their way from 
New York to the coke regions to take the 
place: of strikers. They were shipped to West 
Leisenring, and will be put to work in the 
morning. Forty-five men who were, engaged 
in this city, were also sent to the coke region 
today. Operators have accepted the offers of 
eastern labor bureaus, and new men will be 
sent to the region as fast as the strikers are 
evicted from the company’s houses. Pinker- 
ton men are still on duty, but so far have had 
nothing to do. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., July 15.—A committee 
of Connellsville coke strikers arrived here: to- 
day to request Governor Beaver to remove 
Pinkerton’s men from the coke regions. The 
cominittee, however, failed tosee the govern- 
or, who left for Warren this afternoon. He 
will be absent. a week. 

Notwithstanding the shut down of blast fur- 
naces on account of the coke strike, one ship- 
ment from the lakes show a large increase over 
last year, and it is estimated that the produc- 
‘ion this year will be 1,000,000 tons in excess of 
wiat it was in 1856.

~ANOTHER HORROR. 


Collision of Trains at a Railroad 
Crossing. 


A PASSENGER TRAIN IN FLAMES. 


Several Persons Burned to Death—A Sugar 
Refinery Burned—Baltimore Mills : 
Destroyed—Other Fires, 


. 
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St. Tuomas, Ont., July 15.—A terrible ae- 
cident occurred at the crossing of the Grand 
Trunk railway and the Michigan Central rail- 
way,in this city,about seven o’clock this even- 
ing. An excursion train on the Grand Trunk 
from Port Stanley, ran into a passing freight 
train onthe Michigan Central road with @ 
number of cars loaded with oil attached. The 
engine crashed into one of these cars, when 
the oil instantly took fire and burned fiercely, 
communicating to the cars on both trains and 
extending to Griffin’s warehouse, coal and lime 
sheds adjoining the track on the west and te 
John Campbell’s dwelling on the east, all of 
which were burned tothe ground with con- 
tents. 

Engineer Donnelly, of the excursion train, 
was buried in the wreck. The fireman jumped 
and éscaped with slight injuries. The forward 
car of the excursion train was filled with pas- 
sengers who made desperate efforts to escape 
from the burning car but notwithstanding 
hundreds of brave and willing hands were im- 
mediately at work to assist in their rescue, it is 
feared that . ” 

A NUMBER OF LIVES WERE LOST, 
and that the bodies will be burned beyond rec- 
ognition before they can be got out of the wreck. 

At eight o’clock when thousands of people 
were crowding around the burning pile, one of 
the oil tanks or cans suddenly exploded,throw- 
ing hundreds to the ground with great force 
and scattering the blazing oilin all directions 
and severely, perhaps fatally burning many. 
Nine bodies have already been recovered 
burned to a crisp. 

It is almost impossible to ascertain with any 
certainty the names of those lost in the wreck 
until the arrival of the late train from Port 
Sianley. There are many conflicting rumors, 
but it seems almost certain that Engineer H. 
Donnelly, Mr. Zealand, clerk in J. & W. 
Mickleborough’s dry goods store; Mr. Zea- 
land’s child, wife and a child of James Smith- 
ers, dry goods merchant, were killed. Mr. 
Zealand was got out badly burned. 

Among those injured by the explosion are 
Herman Ponsford, bricklayer, feared fatally; 
Nelson Gadsby, blacksmith, burned in the 
head; W. H. Joyce, engineer on Grand 
Trunk railroad, badly burned in 
both arms; W. H. Walbourne, chief 
of the fire department, in the neck; Charles 
Dake, of the Dake house, hands and back; 
Richard Woodruff, back. and neck; Oliver 
Norsworthy, neck and back; Archie Norswor- 
thy, neck and arms; son of Mr. Potts, master 
mechanic of Michigan Central railway, burned 
on the neck; and scores of others, who were 
taken to their homes before their names could 
be learned. 

Gangs of men under direction of Superin- 
tendent Morford and Assistant Superintendent 
Morehead, of the Michigan. Central railway, 
arechard at work removing the debris, and it 
is expected the track will be cleared by day- 
light. All telegraph wires were burned with 
several poles, thus interrupting communica- 
tion. - 


Burning of a Sugar Refinery. 

MONTREAL, July 15.—About six o’clock this 
morning, fire broke out in the St. Lawrence 
sugar refinery, a seven-story brick building sit- 
uated on Queen street. The whole fire brig- 
ade was called out, but were powerless to save 
the building. The structure, together with 
the brick dwelling houses adjoining, occupied 
by Messrs. Flynn, O’Bell, Covernton and 
Jones, were completely destroyed. About 
9:15 o'clock a large portion of the walls of 
the building fell with a crash, but as far as is 
known no one was killed by the falling of the 
walls’ A man named Moore, while coming 
down a fire-escape, lost his hold and fell to the 
ground. He expired almost immediately. 
Another man who jumped from a window 
broke his leg. Others are reported missing, 
or seriously injured. An immense pile of de- 
bris is being searched for dead bodies. Many 
of the men escaped from the building entirely 
naked. The total loss is estimated at half a 
million dollars. The property is insured in a 
large number of companies, mostly American. 

MILLS DESTROYED IN BALTIMORE 

BALTIMORE, July 15.—Fire broke out shortly 
before one o’clock today in the Maryland hom- 
iny and cerraline mill at the foot of Frederick 
street dock, and although the entire fire de- 
artment was called out, it was soon destroyed. 

he damage is estimated at $30,000 in ma- 
chinery and stock. The flamescommunicated 
to three adjoining warehouses belonging to 
Enoch Pratt and occupied by the Gambrill 
manufacturing company for stockage of wheat, 
flour and barrels, which were almost entirely 
destroyed. The fire then crossed an alley and 
took hold of the large roller flour mill of the 
Gambrill manufacturing company, the upper 

art of which was bufned and the lower part 
badly damaged by water. The damage to the 
Gambrill company is estimated at $200,000. 
The buildings belonging to Prajt were dam- 
aged about $10,000, and those oceupied by the 
hominy and cerraline company, belonging to J. 
Corner, about $10,000. Insurance cannot 
ascertained. 

A BREWERY BURNED. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 15.—Fire at the brewery 
of the Louis Borgdoll company, on Twenty- 
ninth §street, near Garard avenue, this morn- 
ing caused a loss estimated $115,000 on oe 
and contents. The insurahce, it is believed, 
will fully cover the loss. 

SHIPYARDS ON FIRE. 

Lewiston, Maine, July 15.—Fire broke out 
about 11 a. m. today in the New England 
Shipbuilding company’s yards, at Bath, and 
threatened the destruction of the entire prop- 
erty. The mayor telegraphed for aid to Port- 
land, Lewiston, and Brunswick. Help was 
sent from Brunswick, and this was sufficient 
to stop the progress of the fire. The loss will 
reach over $100,000, The fire started in the 
oakum shop, which was instantly ablaze and 
with acres of hard pine timber, chips and 
other inflammable material near, a great con- 
flagration was imminent. 

A TRAIN IN FLAMES. 

Lincoty, Neb., July 15.—This morning a 
west-bound freight train on the Burlington 
and Missouri was in collision with a stock 


train, about four miles east of the city, on & 


small bridge. The bridge caught fire, causing 
a conflagration which consumed both engines 
and thirteen loaded cars, including two of cat- 
tle, ‘The trainmen all saw the approaching 
danger in time to jump and escape serious in- 
jury. The damage will approximate $200,000. 
PERISHED IN THE FLAMES. 

Mone, Ala., July 15.—Fire this morning 
destreyed part of the old Matthews cotton 
press. ‘Ihe family of Charles Smith, living up 
stairs, was awakened by Smith’s stepson, who 
put a plank tothe window, by which Smith 
escaped. Mrs, Smith remained to get some 
money and her retreat by the plank was cut 
off. Hersecreams were heard blocks away. 


Her remains were found in the ruins this

ALIFAXK, July 15.—The tug A. C. Whitne 

which arrived this whebaine’ “brows Liveipoat, 
N.8., brought the remaining passengers and 
crew of the wrecked steamer Merrimac. Cap- 
tain Crowell is at Liverpool. He has made 
the following statement: 

“The Merrimac ran ashore in a dense fog 
which settled down between a half and three- 
quarters of an hour before she struck. Fog 
Whistles had been regularly sounded during 
that time. The ship was in charge of Pilot 
Reynolds, anative of Point Latour, who has 
been piloting teamers on this coast for the last 
twenty years. 

This was his first accident. When the fog 
set in the pilot, first officer and I were in the 
wheel-house, and while the men were there 
the ship struck. Quartermaster Morrison was 
at the wheel. When the fog set in the course 
was changed by the pilot’s order, half a point 
off the shore as a precaution.. During on cme 
trips last year our course in that vicinity was 
southwest by west, which carried us off to the 
southward, and steering half a point south of 
this owas a precautionary measure, 
adopted on account of fog. When 
the ship struck, and for ten minutes 
thereafter, the fog was s0_ thick 
that the light on the island could not be 
seen. It then lifted, and we saw light and 
knew we were on Little Hope island. The 
first indication we had of being near danger 
was the vessel striking rocks. She kept afloat 
for a half or two-thirds her —— for a time, 
and then settled on the rocks, listing some to 
port. The ship was making nine knots when 
she struck. In my opinion we were carried 
out of our course further than we were aware 
of, _ current setting in westerly, towards 
and.’ 


THE INTENSE HEAT. 


Great Mortality in New York—Sunstrokes in 
Cincinnati. 


New York, July 15.—Hot weather has sent 
the death fate in this city up to an alarming 
extent. Children in tenement houses are 
killed off in droves. In three days 473 deaths 
have been registered.

The National Educational Con- 
vention Adjourns. 


GOVERNMENT AID FOR THE SOUTH. 


Resolutions Passed and Recommendations 
Made by the Convention—Dr. 
Mayo’s Remarks. 


Curcaco, June 15.—The educational conven- 


_ tion concluded its sessions today. The report 


of the committee on resolutions was adopted. 
The resolutions ask for a more complete 
divorcement of school offices and politics, an 
extension of the school year and an increase of 
teachers’ wages in rural districts; the adoption 
of some plan whereby meritorious teachers, 
after long service, may be honorably retired ; 
the passage of laws necessary to secure the at- 
tendance at public schools of all personsof 
school age who are deficient in the rudiments of 
an English education; the increase of public 
libraries and the establishment of closer rela- 
tions between them and schools; the fostering 
of the kindergarten and appliances of 
its spirit and methods into lower 
primary grades; the recognition of 
the value of industrial art; more earnest 
attention not only to instruction in fundamen- 
tal principles of morality, but also to the care- 
ful training of pupils in moral character, in- 
creased attention to instruction in civics as 
special preparation for the duties of citizen- 
ship; value of musical instruction. 

They also specially commend to congress a 
national bureau of education as an agency of 
increasing value and worthy of more liberal 
support, and reaffirm the convention’s convic- 
tion of the urgent necessity of temporary fed- 
eral aid in education of thellilliterate masses of 
the south. 

Following are the concluding resolutions: 

We express our profound interest in the education 
of the Indians, heartily commend the spirit of lib- 
erality shown by congressin the matter, and call 
special attention to the important and encouraging 
results a y achieved. 

We recommend to the several state legislatures 
the adoption of laws—first, requiring instruction to 
be given in all public schools in physiology and hy- 
giene, with special reference to the injuriousjeffects 
upon the human system of alcohol and narcotics; 
second, laws suppressing the publication and sale 
of impure literature; third, laws forbidding the sale 
of tobacco to youths. 

A committee of three was appointed to com- 
municate with appropriate committees in con- 
gress concerning the resolutionofthe conven- 
tion on the subject of national aid to educa- 
tion. 

Mr. Mayo said that he had traveled in every 
state in the south, and had a strong conviction 
that unless national aid was speedily and gen- 
erously afforded to the southern people in 
their heroic efforts to grapple with this great 
problem, the wished for consummation must 
be delayed for another generation. The peo- 
ple of the south were doing as much as they 
were able to do, and yet only three million of 
children were receiving as much as four 
months’ education in the year. 


“A DAMNED SNOB.” 


A Little Excitement in the Lobby of the 
House of Commons. 

LOnpDoN, July 15.—The crimes bill was dis- 
cussed in committee in the house of lords to- 
night. 

Lord Northbrook (liberal) expressed surprise 
at the summary disposal of the debate on the 
bill yesterday. Before proceeding further 
with? Irish legislation, he urged party lead- 
ers to give the country definite answers on 
four points: Were Irish members to remain 
in Westminster? Was the province of Ulster 
to be treated separately from the rest of Ire- 
land? Was the duty to maintain law and 
order to be entrusted to an Irish parliament? 
Was power over land to be committed to an 
Irish parliament ? 

Lord Roseberry (liberal) held that a dis- 
cussion of these points was outside the scope 
of the crimes bill. Liberal peers, he said, 
were in a hopeless minority, and could do no 
more than protest against the bill. In con- 
clusion, he said he felt bound to warn the gov- 
ernment of the effect of the measures. Their 
administration in Ireland would have to be 
continued in a state of siege. 

After further brief discussions the bill was 
passed in committee without amendment. 

The bill will be read the third time on Mon- 


day. 

A heated discussion occurred in the lobby of 
the house of commons tonight between Dr. 
Tanner and Walter Hume Long, member for 
Wilts, during which the former called Mr. 
Long a ‘‘d—d snob.” The speaker of the 
house will be informed of the affair, and 
trouble is expected. 


FERDINAND’S REPLY. 


He Will Await the Consent of the Pow- 
ers. 

Vienna, July 15.—Prince Ferdinand, of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, today received the depu- 
tation sent to officially notify him of his elec- 
tion to the Bulgarian throne. In his reply he 
said: 

If Ishould follow my heart’s impulse, I would 
hasten to Bulgaria and put myself at the head of 
the nation. But the prince elected as ruler of Bul- 
garia must respect the treaties. Such respect will 
increase the strength of the Bulgarian government, 
and assure the grandeur and prosperity of the na- 
tion. I hope to justify the porte’s confidence and 
obtain the consent of the powers, and to regain in 
time Russia’s sympathy, to which Bulgaria owes ber 
freedom. I hope to prove = devotion to Bulgaria 
when the moment comes. The courage, prudence, 
unity and patriotism with which God has blessed 
Bulgaria promise a brilliant future for her,

AT THE DOOR OF THE CREMATORY, 


Where all Arrangements Had Been Made 
for Reducing Her Body to Ashea— 
An Awful Thought. 


New Yor, July 15.—A living woman for 
whom the crematory furnace was at its fier- 
fest heat of twenty-seven hundred degrees, 
Panrenheit, and for whom the alum sheet was 
already prepared, is with her husband and 
children, although on Thursday last she lay in 

- her coffin in a room adjoining the vault where 
incineration is done. It was a case most hor- 
rible tothink of or contemplate, and will 
make evident the need of still more stringent 
laws to govern this new feature in sanitary 
welfare. Ex-Coroner*Hughes is president of 
the Mount Olive Crematory association, 
which, in the form of a Grecian temple, is lo- 
cated in a lovely garden spot at Fresh Pond, 
Long Island. Dr. Hughes vouches for the cor- 
Tectness of the story, but withholds the name 
of the physician who made out and signed the 
death certificate and that of the lady. In the 
former case he gave his promise only after the 
Most urgent appeals, and then heonly consent- 
ed to keep the story antil the annual report is 

published in October, when his obligations as 
area of the crematory makes it necessary 
‘or him to print the facts, and even then, out 
of motives of consideration that prevail in 
every man’s breast, he will suppress the name

THE DEAD RESTORED TO LIFE. 

On the day mentioned a casket containing 
the body of a woman arrived at the crematory. 
Jt came from Fifth avenue, not far from the 
Hotel Windsor. Accompanying it was the 
widower, children and a half dozen relatives. 
The casket was carried into the reception 
room, and by its side was placed a costly silver 
urn, in which the ashes were to be subsequent- 
ly placed for final keeping. After a simple 
service the lid of the coffin was removed and 
the mourners, one by one, took a last tearful 
look. The lid was replaced and the floral em- 
blems were again placed on the coffin. 


The widower and weeping children wereled - 


away to the carriages, and the dead was left 
tothe crematory assistants for incineration. 
When th?y were gone President Hughes and 
his men removed the entire lid and then sent 
them to prepare the alum sheet for enveloping 
the body and to swing the chilled steel cradle 
into position before 
THE GLOWING FURNACE DOORS. 

While they were absent President Hughes 
turned to a small mirror, and while ar- 
ranging his tie he was startled by a faint 
Voice at his back, saying, “‘Where am I ?’’ 

Turning quickly the saw the woman sitting 
bolt upright in her casket, staring directly at 
Lim. When he gathered his scattered wits he 
realized that prompt action was needed, and 
Stepping to her side he said familiarly: ‘You 
are with friends.’’ She had already swung her 
legs out of the casket, and was looking ina 
dazed way-at the urn andthen ather burial 
robes. Assisting her out of the coffin and en- 
circling her with one arm, he carefully kept 
her head turned from her resting place, and 
halfled, half carried her toa cheerful bed 
room overhead, occupied by the superintend- 
entand his wife. Soft breezes were coming in 
the window, and a cheery canary in an alcove 
sangasong of joy. While the superinten- 
dent’s wile removed the 

THE GARMENTS OF DBATH 
and put the lady to bed, President Hughes 
hurried away and returned with some brandy 
and milk. The drink had the effect of bring- 
ing a tlush to the cheeks of the patient, suc- 
ceeded immediately by a quietdoze. The tele- 
rraph was brought into requisition, and the 
misband was soon back at the crematory with 
aset of his wife’s apparel. While he was yet 
om the way his wife awakened from her nap 
and asked: ‘‘Whose clothesam I wearing?” 
They were those of the crematory, but that 
fact was ingeniously concealed in the reply, 
which seemed to satisfy her. The severest 
task was when the husband arrived, when 
they tried to school him into self-control for 
the interview. The course of procedure agreed 
upon was carried out to the letter. The hus- 
band went into the room with the usual inqui- 
ry as to how she felt, and said if she consid- 
ered licrseli strong enough they would return 
to the city; that in his opinion she had stayed 
Jong enough in the country; acquiescing in 
everything, although rts’ Ep mystified, she 
arose, dressed herself, and announced that she 
was ready. The husband was now in a tor- 
tured frame of mind, for he 
DREADED PASSING THE FRONT DOOR, 
where in large etters was the word ‘‘Crema- 
tory.’ The shock of the discovery he feared 
would kill his wife. Happily there was a rear 
door, and through this he led her to a close 
carriage, and thence, regardless of the fact 
there was no road, he had the carriage driven 
ptraight across the lawn and field until] kindly 
trees hid the crematory from sight. Then he 
~~gook the smooth pike to the nearest railroad 
station and a train thence home. 

The childyen had been forewarned of what 
had occurred, but as an additional precaution 
they were sent home and were not allowed to 
pee their mother until today. She was given 
to -believe that they were away on a yisit to 
New Jersey. 

The lady’s death was attributed to heart dis- 
ease, and the doctor's certificate to this effect 
is on file in the health office.

THOMAS PETER CARNES, 


Our County as It was Before and Soon 
After the Beginning of this Century.

Thomas Peter Carnes, for whom the village 
of Carnesville was named, and upon whose 
land the county site was located, was perhaps 
the most noted man among the early settlers of 
the county.

On the 28th day of April, 17 
C., the joint commissioners made and_ signed 
their decision that the Tugalo was the main 
branch of the Savannah river, and_ therefore 
the true dividing line between the states. 
Their decision was confirmed by the legisla- 
ture by the p of the following act, on 
February ist, 188 ‘‘Whereas, by an ordi- 
nance passed by the legislature this state,,. 
commiksioners Were appointed and authorized 
to meet other commissioners, similarly ap- 
pointed by the state of South Carolina; and 
whereas, the said commissioners, or a majority 
of them from each state, were vested with full 
he to settle all differences, controversies, 
isputes and claims, which subsisted between 
the states, relative to boundary; and whereas, 
they, conformably to those powers, did, did on 
the 28th day of April, 1787, in convention in 
Beaufort, in the state of South Carolina, by 
certain instruments of writing to which the 
said commissioners interchangably set their 
ke mutual 
concessions and agreements for the purpose 
aforesaid: 

Be it therefore enacted, ete., that whatever 
was done by said commissioners, or majority 
of them as aforesaid, is hereby ratified and 
shall be considered as binding upon the people 
of this state, any law to the contrary notwith- 
standing.” Judge Carnes was the leading and 
influential member from Georgia, and as by 
the decision Georgia and Franklin county lost 
valuable lands and citizens, it used to be the 
fashinion in Georgia to assert that the South 
Carolinians dined and wined Carnes until he 
was jolly drunk and ready to sign away the 
rights of his state and county. Probably the 
charge isnot true. Carolinians mamtain that 
the commissioners gauged the rivers near their 
junction and ascertained that the Tugalo con- 
tained the most water. But judging with my 
own eyes I think the Seneca is the larger 
stream. And upon Putting the question to 
others, I have sometimes received the answer: 
‘*‘] know the Seneca to be’the larger stream ;’’ 
and at other times the answer: ‘I know the 
Tugalo is the main stream.’’ Hence I think 
that nothing less than a scientitic and accurate 
survey and gauging of the two streams will 
ever settle the question beyond  dis- 
pute. While on this subject I may mention 
the fact that in the dark days of reconstruc- 
tion, after Georgia. had gained her freedom 
from carpet bag and negro rule, and while 
Carolina was still suffering all the horror of 
such rule, a plan was concerted to deliver the 
people of the fork country in South Carolina 
from the radical dominion. Accordingly a 
simple resolution was adopted by the Georgia 
legislature to refer all matters in dispute be- 
tween the two states in reference to the di- 
viding line to a joint commission. But when 
a similar resolution was offered in the legisla- 
ture of South Carolina, some radical better in- 
formed than the carpet bag knights and the 
negro members, warned them of what was in- 
tended by the simple and harmless looking 
resolution, and they voted it down by a large 
majority. Since that time Carolina has again 
become a free state, and ihe fork people were 
content to remain in their own state. 

Of Judge Carnes’s descendants I know Int 
little. Charles Dougherty, afterwards judge 
of the superior court, studied law with Judge 
Carnes, and then married his daughter. 
Judge Dougherty left at least one married 
daughter, who died a few years ago, and I 
suppose her children still live in Athens, al- 
though I know nothing of them. If Judge 
Carnes had other children besides Mrs. Judge 
Dougherty I have never heard of them. The 
late John H. Chappelear, long sheriff of the 
county, was a nephew of Judge Carnes, and 


although this seems rather a matter of 
assumption than from any real canvass of the pew © 


was said to resemble his uncle very much, 
both in personal appearance and ready wit. 
Thirty years ago there resided in Hart county 
two men named Carnes. They were rather 
peculiar and one of them, an old bachelor, 
was quite a recluse.

¢ We are glad to know that, with but few ex- 
| eptions, otr state exchanges (so far as we 
' have examined them) are inclined to agree 


| ‘with Tux Constitution in the matter of 
_ ‘the State road lease. 


The whole question is 
a very simple one indeed, and though Sena- 
tor Brown's letter, in some of its parts, is 
calculated to cause irritation and to provoke 
a partisan discussion, there is no reason 
Why members of the legislature, aswell as 
editors of the state, can well afford to dis- 
cuss the questions which Senator Brown 
has raised in a spirit of wisdom, justice and 
moderation. 

The equities of the case, as we have 
striven to show, relate to both sides. The 
state has riglits and the lessees have rights. 
The legislature must see to it, that the 
rights of each are secured, The Albany 
News and Advertiser touches the coré of the 
question, in our opinion. It says that: 
“While it is nothing but right that the les- 
gees should be paid for ail betterments in 
the way of rolling stock on the State road, 
the state ought not to have to pay for the 
road again in order to get it.”’

He must go, but he has a snug 
After all, hecannot be 
considered an unfortunate man, for as soon 
as he loses one good situation his tact and 
talent find another for him. 

He has two devoted friends in Morris 
Herrman and Herman Herrman, two weal- 
thy junk dealers-in New York. They are 
championing his cause, and mean to see 
that he is provided fer. They have already 
offered $210,000 cash for Dr. Newman’s o!d 
church on Madison avenue, for the purpose 
of turning it into a synagogue to be used by 
their dearrabbi.

Why Boulanger is Popular. 

For some time past France has been pass- 
ing through a series of demonstrations in 
honor of General Boulanger. 

It matters not whether the general is in 
Paris or in the provinces, nor what the oc- 
casion may be, the opening night of an 
opera, or the celebration of the fall of the 
Bastile, the enthusiastic Frenchmen manage 
to turn everything into a Boulanger ova- 
tion. 

Aman to be thus idolized bya nation 
must have some strong points. To begin 
with, he isa strikingly handsome man. He 
is of middle stature, and as solidly built as 
an athiete. His countenance indicates self- 
possession, will power and cool courage. He 
has a good head, clear blue eyes and light 
chestnut hair. The expression of his face 
is pleasant, but he seldom smiles, 

His military career has been successful, 
and in its narrow sphere brilliant. He never 
had the opportunity of commanding large 
bodies in the field, but ina subordinate 
capacity he fought well, and did not dodge 
bullets and sabres. His recent work of re- 
organizing the French army isjustly regard- 
ed as a task requiring extraordinary ability. 

Boulanger is ambitious, and he seems to 
have made the military glory of France the 
chief object of his life. He may not be the 
first soldier of the age, but he knows how to 
show off his soldierly qualities tothe best 
advantage. Of course such a man is popu- 
lar.. The other day when he departed for 
the mountains thousands of people crowded 
the streets hailing him as ‘General Re- 
venge,”’ ‘‘General Hope” and ‘‘General Vic- 
tory,’’ and singing ‘‘He Will Return,” and 
‘’Toueh Not France.’’

Testing Sherman's Strength. 

An interesting test of John Sherman’s

He 
has given acold assent to the proposition 
that a resolution indorsing Sherman shall be 
offered at the coming state convention, but 
at the same time he says he thinks it very 
bad policy to raise the issue at this conven- 
tion,

The Uncanny Companion of a Minister's

“Thus.I proceeded on my way with no thought of 
danger—indifferent to the warnings that had jst 
been given me, AsI drew near to the cemetery, 
however, and began to see the tall, white shafts of 
marble looming upamong the evergreens my imag 
ination was tensioned to its utmost capneity, and, I 
confess, I was a fit subject for terror, It seemed as 
if all the spook stories to which I had listened in 
my childhood chased each other in quick succes 
sion through my brain, and the very chirrup of the 
erickets or the incessant song of the whippoorwill 
intensified the loneliness of this little nook of earth. 
The long line of dark trees that threw such strange 
shadows across the fields and the mellow light 
that fell from the moon upon every grotesque stump 
or stately monument only served to intensify my 
“loneliness. 

“T arrived at last at the corner of the cemetery, 
and oh, horrors, right in the very center of the field 
of dead men’s bones, and’ from the shadow of a 
broad new tombstone, I sawa tall, black creature 
rise and stand erect. The apparition seemed in 
the distance like a huge cadaver clothed in a robe 
of sackeloth. The dreary eyes were sunken deep 
in their sockets, andthe few irregular snags that 
served for teeth were pressed like fangs against the 
thin and wrinkled lips. The monster gazed a 
moments in all directions; then, with a steady, 
measured movement it made directly for me. I 
stopped and gazed upon the creature, and started 
baek bewildered, but, at once regained my senses, 
I concluded to proceed, and, if possible, to put on 
the appearance of unconcern. AsI proceeded the 
specter paoceeded also, and, as certainly as I live 
in the present moment, it seemed as if we would 
both meet onthe same point in the road.

The extensively-advertised Dr. Bliss once thought 
that he had found in cundurango a specifie for can- 
cer, and succceded in interesting the government 
in it to the extent of having its representatives in 
South America collect a large quantity of it. Dr. 
Bliss was appointed to test it, and it is said that he 
made a neat fortune out of it, That the remedy is 
not a sure cure is proven by the fact that it is no 
lounger used by either regular physicians or quacks. 

Another remedy that was highly extolled for a 
long time was the common red clover. It was 
given some high-sounding name by the parties 
advertising it, and those who paid exhorbitant 
prices for it supposed they were getting something 
rare and expensive. 

Red clover had been used for this purpose long 
enough before these adventurers mate their appear- 
ance, but had gone into disuse, White this had no 
marked specific properties, yet it seems to have 
certain resolvent properties that act well upon can- 
cerous growths. It is used quite largely by the 
eclectic school of medicine. 

The modc of preparation is to take clover heads 
when in bloom, place three ur four of thes in a tea- 
cup, fill the cup with boiling water, and allow it to 
stand until cool enough to drink, A whole cupmay 
be drank:‘at once, 

Treatment by corrosion has elways been popular, 
and is still practiced largely, 
those who profess to remove cancer without the 
use ofa knife, corrode or eat them away with 
strong alkaline preparations. One that was very 
popular at one time was a strong lye made from the 
ashes of hickory wood, to which a pertion of un- 
slacked lime was often added. As this will destroy 
healthy flesh, it is necessary to apply it with great 
care. 

Some of those using this dilute it so that it will 
not effect solid fiesh, claiming thatitis then strong 
enough to destroy soft or diseased tissue. When 
used in full strength, it producessharp pain. This 
treatment has proven most effective where the can- 
cer, or hard ulcer; has been embedded in a mass 
of soft tissue, such as the brenst. 

The advocates of the knife sre more numerous 
than all others combined, Formerly it was held 
that cancers were produced by a specific poison 
which was located in the body of the sore. It ts 
still held by many eminent pathologists that the’ 


poison ig specifie, but is- generated or produced in. 
In other words, by the failure of. 


the body affected, 
some portion of the human machine to do its part 
in changing the character of or eliminating certain 
effete matter, a poison is developed in some one of 
the glands which, like the single germ of the yeast 
plant, grows more or less rapidly, according to the 
amount of vital force with which nature opposes it, 

The question naturally arises: Why does the 
poisgqn affect only one of the many glands of the body? 
If th‘s poison were floating a ‘md in ye blood, as 
many suppose, it would naturally affect all the 
glands alike, as the blood passes throngh all ofthem. 

The newest theory of cancerous or malienant tu- 
mors is that they are caused bya degeneration of 
tissue, duetowlack of vital or nerve force. Itis 
conecded, of course, that in the withdrawal of vital 
force from any part, whether it be soft tissue, carti- 
lage or bone, it soon begins to degenerate and final- 
ly beeomes morbid. <All malignant growths denote 
amorbid condition, but all morbid conditions are 
not necessarily malignant. 

Since the nerves control the distribution of the 
vital forces, if they do notultimately distribute 
them, itis but fairto infer that anything that ob- 
structs the flow of the vital forces will tend to pro- 
duce a morbid condition which may eventually de- 
velop a matignant character. Thischaracter may 
possibly be determined by some specific element or 
poison. 

Imperfect nutrition is the common. cause of mor. 
bid changes in the material entcring into the struet- 
ure of the human body. ‘There are specific causes, 
of course, bnt speaking in.a general way they are 
due to malnutrition, If the parts were heaithy they 
would not be in a morbidor dying state.

Prater Defeats. His Competitors 


in the Walking Match. 
THE GRADYS DEFEAT THE DECATURS. 


Practice by the Atlanta Gun Club—A Good 
Score—Baseball Games Yesterday, 
Races at Chicago, Etc, 


The walking match last night in the tent at 
the corner of Hunter and Thompson streets 
attracted several hundred spectators and it 
proved an exceedingly lively contest. It was 
announced on the bills that the match would 
begin at 8 o’clock, but it was ten minutes of 
9 before the signal for a start was given. 

The conditions of the match were somewhat 
remarkable. Alf Prater, the champion, en- 
gaged to outwalk three expert pedestrians. 
His competitors were Henry Preston, Edgar 
Barnes and John Reeder, all young men. It 
was agreed that Prater should: go into the ring 
with one at atime. 

Preston was to run five miles, Barnes was to 
make five miles, and Reeder was to run the 
remaining distance. 

Promptly at ten minutes before nine o’clock, 
the champion and Preston jumped over the 
ropes simultaneously, and bounded forward 
with a fleet foot and a light, easy siride. They 
kept side by side for some time, then Prater 
secured the lead and kept it, degpite the most 
strenous endéavors of his rival. 

Atthe end. of thirty minutes Presion had 
made four miles and eight Japs, and Prater 
had made four miles and thirteen laps. After 
this Prater made some sprightly spurts and 
these increased his lead. His young competi- 
tor strove earnestly to recover the lost laps, 
but was unable to do so. 

At 9:50 0’clock, just forty minutes after the 
start, Preston came off the track, having ac 
complished his 5 miles and 6 laps. < 

At'this juncture Prater’s board showed 5 

miles. 
@Barnes then bounded jlike. a. cat into the 
arena, and he and Prater moved forward side 
by side. Some pretty spurts were made. It 
soon became evident, however, that Barnes 
wasno match for his more experienced: ad- 
versary. 

At the end of the first hour the blackboard 
indicated the following: Preston and Barnes 
7 miles and 16 laps; Prater 7 miles and 2 
laps. 

At 10:22 o’clock Barnes had made his 5 miles, 
and he left the track to make way for Reeder, 
who was to finish the race. At this point the 
bourd of Prater showed that he had made 10 
miles and 3 laps. 

Reeder, as soon as hehad run around the 
track half a dozen times satisfied the crowd 
that he was much swifter of foot than either of: 
his colleagues. He dashed around the saw 
dust ring witha freedoin of motion and fleet- 
ness which elicited the wildest applause. All 
this time the ‘‘mountain wonder’’ was appar- 
ently doing his best. Whenever the band 
wuld strike up the two runners woald press 
onward with increment of speed, and their ef- 
forts to pass each other just before the goal 
was reached were spirited. At the end of two 
and ahalf hours the score stood: Preston, 
Barnes and Reeder, fifteen §miles; Prater 
fifteen miles. After this there was a noticea- 
bly relaxation onthe part of Prater and he 
seemed to be suffering with cramp in the legs. 
On the other,hand, Reeder appeared fresher 
thanever, and made lap after lap with aston- 
ishing celerity. He gained about seven 
laps over Prater and maintained his 
lead with an ease that caused a large majority 
of the crowd to feel sure of his winning the 
race. Prater looked discouraged as he failed 
time and again to recover the lost distance. 
He would run around the ring five or six times 
at his best speed,followed close at the heels by 
Reeder. Aiter trying this plan for some min- 


utes, Prater began walkipz. His opponent 
walked behind him. ‘Then Prater would 


bound forward at a rapid gait and so would his 
dogged adversary. It really looked as if Pra- 
ter would inevitably be defeated. Somebody 
ran along-side of Reeder and whispered some- 
thing in hisear. ‘This ‘‘something”’ had a re- 
markable offect upon him, for immediately he 
quit the run and came to a quick walk. 

Taking courage Prater struck a rapid gait, 
and his speed increased as he passed and re- 
passed his opponent. About this time the 
crowd became very much disgusted, and some 
hard things were whispered about Reeder. In 
the meantime Prater overcame the lead and 
took it himself, amid the loud cheering of the 
crowd. 

At the close of three hours Prater had made 
eightcen niiles and twenty-five laps, and NRéed- 
er and his colleagues had made eighteen miles 
and sixteen laps. 

Precisely at twelve o’clock Prater made his 
last lap, having accomplished his twenty miles 
in three hours and ten minutes. The trio of 
runners who opposed him had made nineteen 
miles and twenty-one laps. 

Prater’s feat is regarded as most commend- 
able, and it.adds to his reputation as a_ profes- 
sional runner.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 

Special to The Constitution. | 

CHICAGO, July 15—With heavy sales and a con- 
tinued disposition on the part of the local crowd to 
talk hot wheat market at the opening, was sick 
enough. August opened at Ke off at 71, and fell 
directly to 705<c, afterward recovering a fraction. 

Corn was higher early, but not quite so bullish; 
August opened at 37{c and settled down around 37c. 

There was a fair sized crowd in short ribs and 
many of them were disposed to buy. To do this 
they worked the market off a fraction from 8.20, the 
opening point, and then took in ribs all the way up 
to 8,274c. Upto 10:30 there were few changes in 


‘prices but the tone remained firm. There was a 


large trade in corn, especially during the first half 
hour of the session. Ribs eased back again to 8.22yc, 
while wheat remained at 70%4c, the “hot wheat” 
string was pulled again with about the usual re- 
snits, no decided break in prices, but a nervous, un- 
settled, unsteady feeling pervading the minds of the 
speculative element, and probably having the ef- 
fect of checking purchases that would otherwise 
probably have been made. A great bulk of the 
trading, which “was light at best, was between 
70°%4and 7ic. The close of the session was easy at 
70%4c for August. After the first hour corn settled 
down into sort of a rut and remained very steady at 
26%%c. Trade, while active for the time, was wholly 
without significance.

Thursday at 3 o’clock p. m., the mercury 
reached the highest point in Atlanta, and that 
point was not 102, but exactly 10 degrees less—92, 
The most accnrate instruments in the city, 
those af the capitol and the signal service ob- 
servatory in the customhouse, marked this 
point, and numerous gentlemen have declared 
that in different parts of the city the mercury 
at that time was not as high as 92. Now what 
was the highest point reached in other cities ? 
Augusta was parboiling at 98. The people of 
Charleston, Savannah, and Wilmington were 
mopping their foreheads iu unison with the 
same degree of grief. Montgomery showed 5, 
Galveston 96, Memphis 93. 

Visitors at Athens declared that the heat in 
that city was alinost unendurable, but Athens 
was wrestling with a university commence- 
ment and an immense amount of oratory, and 
was naturally warmer than usual. 

Atianta, on her solid escarpment with the 
breezes from Kennesaw and Stone mountains 
fanning her cheeks, was as comfortable and as 
pleasant a place as one could reasonably ex- 
pect, where streets are solid blocks of granite 
and where houses towered towards the sky. 

While Thursday was a warm day no casuali- 
ties were reported. Thursday night was one of 
the closest and most oppressive nights the 
city has had for many years.

MILITARY ADVISORY BOARD TO MEET. 


How It is Made Up—Some Insurance News— 
Two New Divoree Suits Begun at 
the Courthouse. 


Yesterday was a rather busy day at the capi- 
tol, and all the state officials and their assist- 
ants were kept busy. There was but little 
done at the county courthouse. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


YESTERDAY MORNING Governor Gordon rée- 
ceived a large delegation of gentlemen, Citi- 
zens from Polk and Bibb counties, who were 
before the executive in the interests of a con- 
vict named O’Brannen,sent to/the penitentiary 
for ten years from Bibb county, for selling a 
stolen ring. The ring was not very valuable, 
and the friends of the convict regard the sen- 
tence as excessive. O’Brannen has served two 
years of his sentence, and by his examplary 
conduct has made many friends. He is said 
to be a young man of good education and fair 
intelligence, and there is a numerously signed 
petition on file in {the executive office, to 
which are the names.of the clerk of the court, 
the ordinary, six of the jurors, the lawyers 
and many influential citizens. Judge Sim- 
mons, who presided atthe trial of the case, 
was in consultation with the governor day be- 
fore yesterday, presumably about the matter. 
The governor gave a patient hearing to the 
delegation, but did not intimate what action 
would be taken. 

GOVERNOR GORDON RECEIVED from Mr. 
George W. Searle, 47 Court street, Boston, a 
letter in which he was requested to instruct 
his secretary to forward to Mr. Searle’s address 
his recent messages to the general assembly. 
The writer stated in the letter that he took 
great interest in all matters pertaining to the 
“empire state of the south,’’ and always read 
with great interest all documents relating to 
its internal management. Several editorial 
clippings form Boston papers in regard to the 
recent messages of the governor, and especially 
his late utterances onthe repudiated bond 
question, were enclosed in the letter. Govern- 
or Gordon requested Mr. Harrison, clerk of 
the executive department, to forward the de- 
sired documents. 

DURING THE GOVERNOR’S absence at the 
university commencement, a large number of 
letters accumulated on his desk, and for the 
last two days he has been busy endeavoring to 
clear away the mass of correspondence. A rapid 
worker, the governor makes great progress, and 
before he returned to the mansion last night 
had almost succeeded in getting up with the 
business in arrear. He has issued no official 
orders lately beyond some requisitions, and has 
not yet made public any nominations to various 
oftices waiting to be filled. It is more than 
probable that before many days he will send to 
the senate for confirmation the names of all 
appointees made during the legislative recess, 
together with such new nominations as will be 
necessary to fill vacant oftices. 

COMPTROLLER GENERAL WRIGHT on yester 
day reccived the application of the Insurance 
company of Virginia for permission to do 
business in Georgia. This is the second appli- 
cation the company has made, the first being 
filed some time last year. The law requires 
foreign companies to have on deposit with the 
proper officers in their state $100,000 in paid 
up capital, invested in stocks and bonds esti- 
mated at their market value at time the state- 
ment is made, or have assets to that amount. 
The life insurance company of Virginia, in its 
application, made the statement that it had 
$19,000 paid up capital, the $81,000 remaining 
being invested in notes. given by the stock- 
holders of the company. Major Pegram, of 
Richmond, was with the comptroller yesterday, 
and the matter was drgued by them. The 
company’s agent explained that the reason 
why it had not more paid up capital was _ be- 
canse it had never found the need of it. That 
these personal notes were secured by mort- 
gages on real estate in sums double the 
amounts, that the company had been in opera- 
tion for eighteen years, and during that time 
had never been in litigation and had never 
compromised a loss. ‘The comptroller general 
disclaimed any intentiou of vedlecting enn the 
solvency of the company, but declared that in- 
asmuch as the statement did not come up to 
the requirements of the law, he would have 
to refuse the application. 

THE TAX RECEIVERS of the various counties 
have been slowly forwarding their annual di- 
gests forthe year 1887. Yesterday one was 
received from ai county, which makes 
seven upto date. All the digests received 
previous to yesterday showed a commendable 
increase in the amvunt of property returned, 
only one falling behind. Butthe returns from 
Oglethorpe county, as. sent in yesterday, were 
Simply appalling to the officers. The county 
is one of the oldest, most populous, and -best 
in the state, and yet there isa falling off in 
the value of property since the digest of 1886 
of $129,886.00. This enormous decrease is 
simply unaccountable inthe opinion of the 
ofticials in the dapartment. It does not seem 
possible that such a depreciation of values 
could occur in one county, when all around it, 
the other counties are increasing in wealth. 
The only plausible explanation of the matter 
seems to be that the officer in making up his 
returns, overlooked some district.

What the Fines for the Week Are—A Negro 
Goes to the Rock Pile—A Midnight 
Burglary—Other Crimes. 


‘This week will pan out well so far as police 
court receipis are concerned,” remarked 
Stationhouse Keeper Jim Wright, as he footed 
up his books about 12 0’clock last night. 

“Why so?” asked a CONSTITUTION repor- 
ter. 

“Oh, cause. See, so far this week nearly 
&600 in fines have been paidin. Besides that 
a third as much more is being worked out on 
the streets. If Saturday lhvlds out well the 
week will be a fine one, 1 promise you.’’ 

“What was the biggest fine paid this week ?”’ 

“Two hundred dollars. It was paid by 
Daus. It was an old fine, butthen it just 
camein. Then Kennebrew paid in another 
hundred. So you see these two men represent 
half the money so far.’’ 

“What was the smallest fine?” 

“Seventy-five cents—just the cost in the 
case. It was paid by Judge Anderson’s boot 
black. You remember the boy wlio blacked 
his shoes Monday and got off with the cost? 
Well, that was the boy. The balance is made 
up of one, two, three, five, ten, twenty and 
forty dollar fines. Did you never notice that 
there is no such thing as a four dollar fine?” 

“No. Why is it?’ , 

“T don’t ow, but the boys all say that 
Judge Anderson has a superstitious horror of 
four. He was born I Golieve on the fourth 
hour of the fourth day of the fourth week of 
the fourth month of the year, and is afraid of 
four. He has been known to whack ’em for 
one, two, three, five, six, seven, eight, nine, 
ten, etc., but neverafour. Why, man, when 
he makes a wine-room man pay forty dollars 
he always adds the cost so as to get away from 
that four.

TOO OFTEN TUE CASE, 
How Twenty Years love Been Consumed in 
Winding tp an Estate. 

For several. days Hon. T. W. Latham, of 
Douglas county, has been sitting as muster or 
chancellor in an equity case. The sessions of 
the court have been held at the state capitol 
and the unusual proceedings have attracted 
considerable attention, holdinr “he interest of 
those who have heard the discassions from be- 
ginning to end. 

Tweuty-four years ago, Joseph Summerlin, 
a well-to«lo planter of Douglas county, died. 
The -testator left a property supposed to be 
valued at abont 875,000. His legatees were his 


second wife and the children the issue of that 
marriage. By a former marriage there were a 
son and daughter, whe were not mentioned in 
the will of the testator. It was said that he 
had given to each of the children by the first 
marriage that portion of the estate during his 
life which would equal their inheritance after 
his death. 

The will was contested in the courts, and 
was allowed to be probated, but on a second 
trial was set aside. The case was taken to 
the supreme court, and while pending there, @ 
settlement. was effected, by which the two 
children of the first marriage received two- 
thirds of the estate, leaving the remaining one- 
third of the estate to the widow and her two 
children. When the two youngerchildren— 
those by the second wife—grew to be older, 
they supposed that they had been badly treated, 
and filed a bill in equity against the adminis- 
trator and their half brother’s administrator, 
the ground being that the entire estate be- 
longed to them. 

At the last term of Douglas superior court 
the matter in chancery was appointed, and for 
several days the argument has been going on 
before him. But little of the original fortane 
is left, four thousand dollars being said to 
cover the amonnt. The chancellor has not 
given his decision. 


THE SOLDIER’S TENTS.

One Hundred Dollars by Judge 
Anderson in Police Court 


PETER LYNCH 
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FOR VIOLATING THE PROHIBITION LAW 


The Evidence Shows that Strong Drinks 
Were Sold Under a New Name— 
The Attorneys Talk, 


wife and her two children, the widow being his ' 


Peter Lynch, the merchant who handles 
anything from a paper of tacks toa steam en- 
gine or from a modern shoe peg to a house, at 
95 Whitehall street, was arraigned in police 
court yesterday morning charged with violat- 
ing the prohibition law, and was found guilty. 

A fine of $100 was imposed. 

The courtroom was crowded when the case 
was called. Mr. Lynch was présent and occu- 
pied a chair to the left of Judge Anderson's 
stand.

ind.’’

“Enough of it might, but from my experi- 
ence with it, a considerable quantity would be 
required.”’ 

veral other witnesses testified to the same 
as Mr. Thrower, and then Josh Callaway, 
through whom the case was made, was placed 
upon the stand. On the night of the second of 
the present month Callaway was arrested at 
his home, because,in a drukken fit,he was mak- 
ing the place disagreeable for his family and 
the neighbors. On the twelfth of the month, 
when the case was called in police court, Calla 
way stated that he purchased “his drink’’ at 
Peter Lynch’s, 95 Whitehall street. He was 
found guilty and a fine of three dollars and 
cost was imposed. As the judge rendered his. 
decision, Callaway remarked: 7 

“Is thatall? Well, I can pay that?’’ 

“Then I’ll find you five dollars for con- 
tempt,” added Judge Anderson. 

The two fines were enough for Calloway, 
and he quieted down. Later during the ses- 
sion of the court Judge Anderson remitted 
the five dollar fine. Hus statement, however, 
put Detectives Buchanan and Aldridge to 
work, and on the 13th they made the case 
against Mr. Lynch, havin

the stand he stated that on Saturday afternoon 
le entered Nolan’s shoe store to purchase a 
pair of shoes, and from there went to Mr. 

Wil- 
liam Callaway, his son, was with him, and 
knew that he had bought nothing at any other 
place. He had taken several drinks

laway ?’’ asked the defendant’s attorney. 

“A gentleman’s drink,’ answered the wit- 
ness. 

“You ought to know what a gentleman’s 
drink is, 1 guess you have taken enough of 
theim.”’

that he was with his father on the evening of 
the second, and that he purchased all he drank 
at Mr. Lynch’s, and that it made him drunk. 

Patrolman Noland, who arrested Callaway 
that night, stated that Callaway was drunk. 

Colonel Hammond made a brief argument 
for his clent,asserting that he had not violated 
the law and had soid nothing but temperance 
drinks. 

Judge Anderson gave the argument a pa- 
tient hearing and then said: 

“j think the evidence shows conclusively 
that the law has been violated. There is now 
in the court room a man who has just quit the 
wineroom business and he has told me that the 
law) las been violated every day in his place. 
In fact, he says that the business cannot be 
conducted without breaking thelaw. The 
courts are obliged to believe the sworn tes- 
timony presented. Calloway and his son both 
swear that the former was made drunk by 
liquor bought at Lynch’s store, and 
that tesfimony stands uncontradict- 
ed. As to the evidence for the defense 
that merely shows that Mr. Lynch kept a bev- 
age for sale which was not intoxicating, but it 
dosn’t show that he did not keep other liquor 
wich Was intoxicating. It may be possible 
that Callaway got something to drink else- 
where, but there is no evidence to that effect. 
I velieve Mr. Lynch to be guilty and enter a 
tine of 3100 and costs. I would make it 
heaveir but for the fact that ié is the first time 
the defendant has been arrested on this 
charge. I will give Mr. Lynch the same ad- 
vice I have given other wine dealers, and that 
is to quit retailing altogether and stick to the 
quart business, for if he comes before me again 
and is convicted, I will sentence him to work 
in the stockade.”’
